U.S. ELECTORAL 
COLLEGE CASTS 
TRADITIONAL VOTE 
FOR PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 13 (AFP). 
— Americans voted on Nov. 2 
to make Jimmy Carter their 
next president, but he was not 
really elected until today when 
members of the Electoral Col- 
lege officially cast their ballots 
in state capitals around the co- 
untry. 

His election will not be pro- 
claimed until Jan. 6, when Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller, 
as president of the Senate, of- 
ficially announces the winner 
of the Electoral College vote. 

The Electoral College, a rem- 
nant of the horse-and-buggy 
era, has 538 members, equal to 
the total number of senators 
and representatives from the 50 
states plus three electors from 
the nation’s capital. Washing- 
ton. D.C. 

Theoretically, the electors re- 
spect the results of the popular 
vote of Nov. 2 in their respec- 
tive constituencies when cast- 
ing their ballots for the next 
president, which would give 
Mr. Carter a total of 297 votes 
to 241 for outgoing President 
Gerald Ford. 

Although unlikely, it is pos- 
sible for an elector to voce 
otherwise. A total of 270 elec- 
toral votes is needed for elec- 
tion.

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The price of oil -I 


One has the peculiar feeling that the Western world looks 
to Doha, Qatar, this week in a manner not too different from 
how it looked to Bethlehem exactly 1976 years ago. In both 
cases, the eyes of the world are riveted on a spot of such 
momentous concern because of emotions and beliefs that are 
profoundly personal, and related, one thinks, primarily to the 
stirrings of fear. As people looked then to Bethlehem for signs 
of salvation, they are looking to Doha with a similar streak 
of great economic expectations in the back of their minds, 
and in both cases the viewer see aw> some visions of comfort* 
ing acts that are more the product of self-made and unjustified 
worries than of real or in any way plausible fears of this world. 

The price of oil, like the birth of Christ, will make people 
feel good more than it will make or break their personal fortu- 
nes, the vigour of their nations or the cohesiveness of their 
tribes. But for the past several months, the world has witnessed 
a debate on the price of oil that has been blown out of all 
proper and intelligent proportion. The primary drive behind the 
commotion has come from the industrial oil-importing states 
of the Western world, and among these it has been the United 
States that has taken the lead in the offensive to keep the 
price of oil at or near its present level. The oil ministers of 
the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries meet in 
Doha as of Wednesday to review the price of their oil, and 
the meeting has been played up and ballyhoo ed by the inter- 
national press as if it were a gathering of the gods atop Mount 
Olympus to throw thunderbolts at the sleeping world below. 
Will the West be surprised that when the OPEC ministers sit 
down for their meeting at Doha Wednesday, they shall not 
have reached the city by walking over the water or flying 
there magically on winged white horses? We wonder. 

The awesome Western concern that has been shown for 
the price of OPEC oil is a function purely of Western economic 
fears. The great worry in Europe and the United States is 
that for every one percentage point the price of oil goes up, 
the collective oil import bill of the Western world will go up 
approximately $1 billion. This tricky little bit of nonsensical 
arithmetic has been variously pumped up to show how a rise 
in the price of oil of 10 per cent would mean a $10 billion 
ncrease in the Western oil bill, and a 25 per cent price rise 
would cost the West some $25 billion. And so on and so forth. 

According to this logic, the Western nations are afraid 
that the price of oil will be increased so much that the pre- 
carious economic recovery that is now taking place throughout 
the Western economies will be stopped dead in its trade. The 
proposal from the West is that, in order to avoid this, the price 
of oil should be frozen at its current reference price of $11.51 
per barrel. From the perspective of the Western mind --and 
the Western businessman or consumer - - this makes a lot 
of sense. From the perspective of the oil producers, and all 
the other people throughout the world who live in developing 
countries that largely move ahead — if they move ahead at 
all --on the strength of commodity export earnings, this 
makes no sense at all. It is not only without relevance ; it is 
also without rational meaning within the context of an inter- 
national economic system that has sought in the past few 
years to replace rank exploitation and large-scale theft and 
sheer economic plunder with a sense and a semblance of 
balance, justice and, in the end, mercy. 

There are several different criteria that one can use to 
judge what is the "fair” price of oil as it is bought and sold 
in the international marketplace. By whatever empirical criteria 
(me makes the decision, the price of oil can and should be 
raised. But there are other considerations, such as the political 
‘actor of using the price of oil to extract concessions from the 
industrial states that will help bring about a more fair, and 
ess turbulent, international economic system. This could be 
a reason for the price of oil to rise only slightly, or not at all 
for another 6 or 12 months. But it should come as a result 
of signs from the West that the West is willing to make these 
concessions, and the West has shown during the Conference 
on International Economic Cooperation in Paris (the north- 
south dialogue) that it is clearly still unwilling to do this. 
Within this context, it is then also a gross insult — on top of 
everything else — for the industrial states to clamour about 
the high price of oil. 

Insult piled upon idiocy does not impress OPEC ministers 
to climb over each other to hold the price of oil steady for 
the Western industrial states. It has been testament to the 
short-sighted greed of the West that this has not been under- 
stood by the West during the run-up to the OPEC meeting in 
Doha this week, and it is our opinion that the OPEC ministers 
should keep this in mind as they determine the price of 
their oil. 

After all, money is not the only thing in life.

Oil economist 
sees 10 X rise 
in price of oil 

PARIS, Dec. 13 (AFP). — The oil- 
exporting countries are more lik- 
ely to decide a rise of about 10 
per cent than 15 per cent. Nicho- 
las Sarkis, a Syrian economist 
working in Paris, said today in the 
magazine Le Point. 

This rise would "only very par- 
tially offset the effects of world 
inflation," said Mr. Sarkis, who is 
a noted expert in oil affairs. 

The rise was also justified in 
the light of a probable shortage 
of energy sources in the 1980’s. 
This shortage would necessitate 
the developing of new energy 
sources requiring big investments. 

But no country would allot mo* 
ney for this costly purpose as long 
as the market price of the main 
energy source, oil, was low. he 
added. 

Jn another oil industry develop- 
ment, Ecuador has asked Kuwait 
to back its request to join the 
Organisation of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC) and is lik- 
ely to obtain this support, an au- 
thoritative Kuwaiti source said in 
Kuwait today during a visit by 
Ecuador’s emissary, Mr. Ottavio 
Viza.

CAMBRIDGE, Mossachu setts 
(CSM) — No one has yet penet- 
rated the alchemy of discovery, 
the mysteriously capricious pro- 
cess that underlies the birth of 
new ideas. 


Should anyone try, here are 
some observations from 27 years 
of personal experience by Harvard 
University Prof William N. 
Lipscomb, who last month received 
the Nobel Prize in chemistry. 


Many of the ideas that have pro- 
pelled his prize- winning research 
of borane (boron and hydrogen) 
compounds sprang into being wh- 

i-Ue he was not working on borane 

/ yynp nunds at all. Or, for that, ma- 
tter, working at anything. 


“They have often come when 
I was really doing nothing," he 
said in an interview at his office 
on the top floor of Gibbs Labo- 
ratory. “Sometimes they have been 
associated with changes in my dai- 
ly routine; for instance, after I 
have hardly slept, which happens 
rarely because I sleep very ■well." 

Q : Hem/ngway said the only 
way he could keep up his writing 
day after day was not to, at any 
price, think of it between writing 
sessions. Same thing? 

A : “It might be. Pm quite a- 
ware, of course, that my mind 
goes on working on a problem 
unconsciously once I turn away 
from it. Especially after I get 
completely absorbed in doing 
something else.*' 

Q ; Since you reportedly work 
seven days a week, what is this 
something else you manage to 
absorb yourself in? 

A : “I play the clarinet. I also 
play tennis.” 

Q ; Why have you been taking 
tennis lessons for six year even 
though you are reputedly oh ex- 
cellent tennis player? Are you a 
perfectionist? Are you the type 
who has to win? 


A : "Well, I find that doing 
something, anything, just the 
right way makes it also easier and 
more enjoyable. I don’t think I'm 
lie type that has to win.” 


Q : Not even a Noble Prize? 

A : “Especially not a Noble 
Prize. That is not the way scien- 
tific work operates.” 

Q : One question on the motiva- 
tional side: When Saul Bellow 
won the Nobel Prize in letters 
for his novels, a week after you, 
he said he felt he had at last 
achieved recognition. Didn't you 
feel that way? 

A : “No, I just said 1 was pl- 
eased. Some reporters didn't un- 
derstand that at ail. You see, in 
scientific research, you know 
what you have accomplished, and 
the people in your field who read 
your papers, know-. Recognition 
grows right along with your work, 
rather undramaticaliy.” 

Q : Is that because scientific 
achievements are so precisely 
measurable? 

A : ''Of course! And 1 couldn’t 
work in a field which isn’t mea- 
surable. Besides, I doubt anyone 
can work for a Noble Prize in 
any field. That would stop the flow 
of ideas. All you can bring to your 
task is consuming interest in your 
subject and patience and hard 
worit.” 

Q : And doing nothing? 

A : “Right.” 

In the alternation of intense 
work and intense “doing nothing," 
the do-nothing interbudes that 
have proved most fertile were th- 
ose of longer duration : 

“At least a dozen times during 
those 27 years, 1 have stopped the 
research on boranes altogether. 
Each time I thought the work was 
finished: 1 had done all the ex- 
periments I could think of; I had 
written ail the papers on them. I 
was looking for a new field. 

“Yet each time I found myself 
thinking about a new idea that had 
begun, during these weeks or even 
months of stoppage, to crystallise. 
And each rime we moved into a 
basically new and productive di- 
rection." 

Q : Where did these ideas come 
from? 

A : “They usually came from 
the other two of the three areas I 
have worked in — inorganic, or- 
ganic and biochemistry. Ideas tend 
to flow across: a bit from here. 
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Pro?. William N. Lipscomb, the 3977 Nobel Prize winner in chemistry, considers a difficult problem atj 
Harvard University. 


a bit from there, a bit from my 
past experience, a bit from some- 
one else’s work. Somehow it all 
comes together. 

"First there is a bit of a new 
lead. I take it, and I look at it, and 
I usually go and talk about it to 
one of my students who is wor- 
king in or near that area. Then 
this thing may develop between 
the two of us. Oh, yes; I also get 
a tot of good leads from teaching 
freshmen." 

Q : Freshmen? 

A : ‘Yes, yes. freshmen. They 
ask simple questions, the basic 
question, the questions most stu- 
dents in later classes no longer 
dare ask because they fear they 
ought to know the answers. 


"Questions from first-year stu- 
dents often startle me. I tell them : 
'Well, I’ve never thought about it 
just that way. Let me try to ans- 
wer you. . . .’ That it is important 
to do research to keep your tea- 
ching fresh is recognised gener- 
ally. But to me it is also important 
to do teaching to keep my research 
fresh.”

ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland (CSM) 
— The world’s most unusual tow- 
ing operation is underway in this 
remote yet picturesque region of 
eastern Canada -- moving iceb- 
ergs. 

To date, seven of tbe giant 
monsters (one an estimated 
300,000 tons) have been towed, 
nudged, dragged and pushed by 
trawlers - - in some cases, enough 
to cause the icebergs to modify 
direction slightly. 

The reason for all this gargan- 
tuan activity : to see if man can 
redirect the line erf travel of these 
gigantic ice cubes so oil drillers 
can explore under the ocean floor 
for oil and gas deposits without 
their rigs being swept away. 

Some say that there are enough 
gas and oti deposits off the coa- 
sts of Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor to light Montreal, Boston and 
Halifax homes few a decade and 
trigger a major economic boom 
for St. John's 125,000 residents. 

There have been three gas finds 
here, one erf which indicated oil.

Although the amount of the rese- 
rves is still unknown, the difficu- 
lty of extracting any deposits is 
quite clear. 

According to marine and natural 
resources specialists such as Ste- 
ven M. Millan, Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Mines and Energy for 
the provincial government of New- 
foundland, the offshore waters in 
this part of the world are among 
the most treacherous and inhos- 
pitable anywhere. 

The sinking of the Titanic took 
place 540 kms. southeast of Cape 
Race, off Newfoundland. There 
are lashing winds and enormous 
ice floes along the Newfoundland- 
Labrador coastline -- enough ice- 
bergs to make installation of per- 
manent oil and gas drilling equi- 
pment extremely difficult. 

As many as 400 icebergs reach 
this area each winter, some of 
them travelling 4,200 kms. from 
the Canadian Arctic and Green- 
land. Many of these monsters we- 
igh three million tons or more. 

It is to learn how to control 


these bergs that industry, govern- 
ment and university groups are 
working here. 

Their research began with esta- 
blishment of the marine engineer- 
ing department at Newfoundland’s 
Memorial University in 1969 under 
a $500,000 grant from the Canad- 
ian National Research Council 
plus financial support from oil 
companies and industry. 

Dt. Robert T. Dempster, the soft- 
spoken, reflective dean of the 
Memorial University engineering 
department, still chuckles about 
the difficult sales job he had seve- 
ral years ago getting Canadian 
oilmen in Calgary to “promote" 
the need for far-reaching iceberg 
research.

Among the projects undertaken 
since then are the efforts to divert 
the path of iceberg floes, to exa- 
mine the effects of icebergs scra- 
ping the continental shelf, to pro- 
file bergs according to their size 
and shape and to develop effec- 
tive ways to explode or melt bergs. 

Although there are cases on re- 
cord of icebergs being successfu- 
lly towed for long distances, expe- 
rts stress that the Newfoundland 
iceberg problem is particularly dif- 
ficult, given the enormous size 
and frequency of the bergs. 

Newfoundland marine research 
and energy officials are convinced, 
however, that some method of ice- 
berg control eventually will succ- 
eed -- and will permit develop- 
ment of any major offshore oil and 
gas find. 

However, it would take enor- 
mous oil finds to justify the huge 
costs Involved. 

Whatever the extent of the oil 
and gas reserves, Newfoundland 
(with a population of only 500,000) 
now is a world leader in iceberg 
and cold-water research. It will 
be host to next year’s internat- 
ional Ports and Ocean Arctic 
Conference. 


Head of U.S. Jet Propulsion Laboratory says 

Decentralisation and technology 


will characterise 21st century 


PASADENA, California (CSM). — 
jEruce Murray believes “small is 
jbeautifui” but argues that the pro- 
phets of decentralisation have und- 
ersold the role of technology in 
[achieving this 21st-century goal. 

As new director of the Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory here. Dr. Mur- 
ray worries full time about “what 
kind of technology makes sense 
for the future." And he sees his 
new post as a way to "torque tbe 
system" in the right direction. 

Dr. Murray is a scientist who 
did not plan on being a scientist, 
a person who strives to be a well- 
rounded intellectual rather than a 
narrow specialist. 

As a geology professor at the 
California Institute of Technology, 
he became one of the prominent 
figures in the emerging field of 
planetary science. Since the late 
1950s he "fought many battles 
with the engineers" in order to 
get more and better science expe- 
riments aboard the space probes 
that the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration has dispat- 
ched into the solar system. 

In particular, he has helped dev- 
elop the camera systems that have 
provided pictures of Mars, Venus 
and Mercury. 

Unlike many scientists Dr. Mur- 
ray does not think that science 
has value in and of itseif. He con- 
siders himself a populist, not an 
elitist, but argues that science is 
intrinsic both in the problems 
which the world today faces, and 
in their solutions. 

"The present is unprecedented,” 
the scientist told an assembly of 
Unitarian theologians last summer. 
As t'ne population of the world 
grows to saturation, previous so- 
cial structures arc collapsing. 


The rise of science has destro- 
yed the mythological basis of tra- 
ditional religious views, he feels. 
And technology, science’s handm- 
aiden. has changed the economic 
and social systems within which 
most people live. 

As a result, people bave attem- 
pted to substitute economic sys- 
tems for moral ones. “Capitalism 
and Marxism have one thing very 
much In common : They both pre- 
sume that man’s , fundamental 
needs are material.* They both 
come a cropper on precisely those 
grounds," says Dr. Murray. 

The reconciliation of morality 
with rationality is the “very pain- 
ful process” which the world is 
going through. “And all of us, and 
probably all of 'our children, are 
going to be consumed in the pro- 
cess But it is a process, it is 

going somewhere," says the scien- 
tist. 

The reaction to the • secular, 
materialistic society which has 
developed around the world is 
widespread, personal and negative. 
Dr. Murray argues. 

People do not want things lar- 
ger. Because they associate tech- 
nology with problems, they are 
anti-technology. And there are 
even rumblings of anti-reason at 
the core. 

Dr. Murray agrees that things 
have gotten too large. He advoca- 
tes decentralisation but maintains 
that “the idea of a decentralised 
society in the United States using 
tools and industrial procedures of 
50 years ago, or those of underde- 
veloped societies, is absurd. It 
won’t work. 1 ’ 

Yet he feels that through a red- 
irection of technology and proper 
regional planning it should be pos- 


sible for the U.S. to decentralise 
and maintain its high producti- 
vity : 


“(It will meanj) at big change, 
because in order to take advan- 
tage of (decentralisation), it means 
going back to the clever lathe ope- 
rator or to the clever individual 
or small group of individuals for 
the solution to a local problem

Here’s a chance lo lest 
your analytical skill. Study 
all four hands and then 
decide whether you would 
rather declare or defend four 
spades doubled. 

East’s three diamond 
opening bid left South with a 
nasty problem. His hand was 
too strong for a mere three 
spade overcall. His 
distribution was wrong for a 
takeout double. His suit was 
not really good enough to 
leap lo four spades 
However, South decided 
that the last of these options 
was the least of evils, and 
West doubled in the ex- 
pectation of a four-figure 
penalty. 

Did you elect to defend? 
And did you lead your 
singleton diamond? If you 
did. declarer will have no dif- 
ficulty making his contract. 
He wins the ace of diamonds 


and continues the suit. If you 
ruff high and exit with a 

plain suit, declarer can hold 
his lusers to three trumps bv" 
continuing to lead diamonds.
